e [‘:i‘ja:runt ol t}fnnl ig the real explanation of
this proceeding. Samuer bas no faith in
(irant, Wilson follows in the wake of Bumner,
and p‘r"uubuneuu rules the radioal ring of
the Senate, It fa thus decreed that belore
{irant 1a released from the shackles with which
Congress tied np Johnson he must show his
lLiaud, defive his position in his Cabloet and in
his insugaral, or in his initial message to the
paw Comgress. Nobody knows what the
Cabinet of Urant 8 to be; nobody knows what
his insugural will be; and it is not expeotad
that it will be anythivg more than a few
appropriate and suggestive goneral remarks
on the political situation. Bat the first thing
after the organization of the new Congress on
the 4th of March will be the appointment of a
joint committes to wait upon the new Presi-
dent, and inform him that the two houses are
organized for business and ready to reoceive
any communication he may have to make,
What answer will the new President make to
this oustomary and direct application from
Congresa for his views oo public alfaira ? The
Henate, in postponing the vonsideration of the
bill In question, say, Yilet ne wait and see.
If he {8 with us, all right; but if he be against
us, we have him. Let the oracle gpeak before
we bow down and worship it."

Bat the simple guestion is whethar the naw
Yresident or the Senate shall be master over
his department, or whether Graut shall oconpy
the exeontive status of Lincoln or be pat in
the straight jacket of Johnson. 1ls will, moat
yrobably, find himeelf on entering the White
ilomw in the position of Johnson. If so, his
proper answer to the committes from Congresd
will be that he has no communnioation to maks
{0 elther hounge for Lthe present, except to sug-
gesat the propriety and expediency of a repaal
of the Tenure.of Offios law, Having in the
meantime requested the Johnson Cabinet to
remain in thair plices for at least the one
month still secorded them uuder said law, let
the President await the issus of hissnggestion
to the two Louses. Il they fall back npon
their digoity, let Lim stand npon Lis and the
rights of his oflice, sud make it, if they pleass,
a quegtion of endurance on masterly inao-
tivity, Let him resolve to *'fight it out on
this line if it takes all snmwmer,” and the
Jaoobins of the Henate will soon, from the
outslde pressure, be compelled to surrendsr,

It Is well known by the Senate that (iupe-
ral Grant desires the repeal of the Tenurs-of-
Offion law; that Le wishes it in order to have
his hands free in the great contemplated work
of retrenchment and reform “tin a faithfal
oollsotion of the revenne;'” that he wishes to
Lo able, in the absence of the Senate, not to
guspend, bnt to remove incompetent or nn-
falthful oflicials, without being compelled,
like Johnsom, to give hia reasons In every |
oase or in any case to the Senate. There are
Senators, however, who have oertain consing
and pephews and other favoritea in oflice and
out of office to look after, and with the Pre-
sident under the thumb of the Vice-Presi-
dent, as the head of the Benate, these psople
may ke saved or provided for. Under the
existing law, so applied, the administration
will be subject to the trading offios oliques of
the Senate, and will be powerless for retrench-
ment or reform.

The first and main purpose of General Grant,
therefore, on the outsst, shonld be to suggest
the repeal of this crippling and demoralizing
Tenure-of-Office law. Upon this iskne, as in-
volving the highest public interests, we think
he oan cheerfully reconcils himself to John-
gon’s Cabinet for a wonth or two, from Seward
down to Grandfather Welles; and to the polivy
of masterly inactivity, likewlse, in reference
10 his forelgn misuions, the custom houses,
{nternal reyenne offices, postmasters, district
marshals, attorneys, and everything else.
Doubtlesa, however, the experiment in relation
to the Cabinet wounld be eunilivient. Let the
President elect, then, on the 5Sth of March, in
answer to the comwmittes of Congress, say
that, as under the Tenure-of-Ofice law the
members of the Cabioet of Mr. Johuson are
entitled In equity to one month more in ofllos,
he has requested them to hold over for that
period, subject to the repeal of the law, and
that fn the interval he will have no gpecial
communioation to make to either honse, and
the result will be the prompt passage of
Butler's bill. Sosh an achievement in the
interests of the Government would be hardly
geoond in importanee to the capture of Fort
Donelson as the Urat victory of General Grant
in his mew pogition. Luet him try it; for upon
this igsne the country s heartily with him,

The Senate and Removals from Ollice,
Prom the N. Y. Times.

Why does not some BSenator bring in a bill
to abolish the ofMece of President and declare
the Senate, or rather the dominant party mm
jority of the Senate, to be the executive power
in the Government ! It would certaiuly look
better to do this than to seek the smme end by
plecemeal legislation and by practical con-
struotion, a8 the BSenate ia now‘duiug. The
Republicans of the Hepate met in caucus on
Monday to regulate the future vonduot of the
Kxeoutive Department of the Giovernment,
and adopted the following resolution: —

“Resolved, That in the » nea of [his oauens no
Henslor suould slgn recoummendations Lo oilos
for any person uol of uis own Hrale, excopting
Territorial appolntments npon whose conllrma.
tlon he may be called to ne.”

“gigning recommendations to oflice” is an
innosent-looking phrase, but it means dicta-
ting sppointments W oflice, for when a Hens-
tor recommends an appointment the President
{s expooted to make it, under penalty of being
uu!m and treated as reoreant to his daty
and a traitor 10 his party. Resolving that
Senators should not thus make appoiniments
outside of their own States, involves the doo-

trine that they are to control all appolatments |

within them, and this is the dootrine which
the Senate lutends to practice. The Republi-

oans in the Senate intend to control General

litioal sympathy-—not being of the same party
—and the obstinate minintenancs of that law,
now when the two branches of the CGovern-
ment are in sympathy, and when there {8 no
protense of & resdon for it bised on any diffar

wnoa of politioal viewa, showa thils oonoln-
pively., Iula deaigned a8 & mensurs of oeer-
olon—a# & meand of indnolng (eparal Graut
to surrender that portion of his execative
funutions which Involves the appointments Lo
office into the hands of tho party majority of
the Senata,

Wa Lave already more than once shown
how fatal such & ocourse wounld be to all the
hopes of reform in the «ivil service which
General Grant's election has inspired through
out the country. Buat ths changs propossd
wounld also destroy everything like vigor and
elliclency in the Executive adminlatration of
the Government st all times and ander avy
cironmstances. It i3 not possible for a large
body like the Senate to perform Kxeoutive
doties with effiolenoy and snooess. The ax
periment Las often been made, and has always
fatled, as it always mnst fail whenaver it ia
tried. This whole aubject was debated with
grest ability when the leading administrative
departments of the Governmenl were or-
ganized, and when a direct attempt was made
to requires the advice and consent of the Senats
to removals, a8 well a6 appointments; and it
was maintained by Madizon and by all the
ablest aud soundest men of his party, and de-
clded by Congress, that as the duty and re-
gpopsibility of exeouting the laws devolved
exclnsively npon the President, it followed of
necepkity that, in order to perform it, he must
have the prompt and summary power Lo re-
mwove incompetent, corrupt, or ineflicient ofli-
vers, for canses short of official misbehavior
in the legal pense. To take thal power away

from Lim, or to hamper him in its exerciss, is
to destroy and render impossible the prompt-
negs and vigor indispensable to a propsr per
formance of executlive daties.

This is precisely what the Tenure-of-Oflica
Lill dees. Its original énactinent was justifled
golely by the plea that the political hostility
between 'resident Jolinson and Congress ren-
dered their harmony of action imposaible, and
made it cortain that the President would nse
this power, if left in his hands, in hostility to
Congress. And yet, even in this oade, its
practical operation has been of donbtful
utility. As a matter of fact, more corrapt and
dishonest officials have been kept inoflice thun
bhave been kept out, in consequence of it.
HSenators have usged Lthe power It gives them
for the felllsh and dishonest parposs of kesp-
Ing their own personal or politioal friends in
oflive, rather than with any regard to the pablio
good; and go they will continus to do, so long |
aa it is suffered to stand. Not asivgle instanos
has ovenrred sinos it pasged in which the
Republican msjority of ths Fenste have re-
woved a single man of their own party, no
matter how tlagrant his corruption or insili-
clency.

Ho long aa this law stands we shall have a
feeble, lax, and loeflicient administration of
the civil servive, no mwutler who may be resi-
dent. It 18 utterly fmpossible for such a body
a8 the tenate to investigate, with intelligence
and to any puarposs, the roasons for the re-
moval of & public oflicer: aud individual Sena-
tors will always be too muoh nnder the con-
trol of personsl interest and favoritiam to do
it fairly, even if it were possible to do it at
all. If they are to aot in the spirit of the
catrcus resolution and “'recommend’’ the I"rasi-
dent’s appointments, what posaible chanos
will thure be of secuaring their assent to the
remorcal of those same appointees !

The whols thing is preposterons and ab-
gurd., It deprives General Graot of all ability
to do the very work which he waa elscted to
perfurm, and which the people expeot at his
haods—the purilication of the publio service
from the corruption and imbecility which
Lhave disgraced and degraded it so lomg. If
the Bennte had any proper sympathy with
thig demand of the people, and any due Bensa
of the necessity of this great reform, it wonld
repesl this obstructive and unwise law, and
leave to Gen. Grant the means of performing
the doty imposed vpon him by the Conatita-
tion, to “‘takecare that the laws be faithifally
execnted.””

In the face of such facts, he who pleads,

Retirement of President Johnson,
Fromthe N, Y, Warld,

I it e gecmly to pay a parting tribute to
Mr, Johuson on his desosnt to private life,
this is perhaps as snitable & time as could be
gelocted, The preparations for the inangura-
tion of bis ¢ wesgsor and the formation of the
new Cabinet will presently sbsorb the pabliv
iterest; and by the time that adalatory
tomult i3 over it will be difficalt to fix atten-
tion upon the plain Teouesses citizen,  His
administration will bave passed from the
domain ol journalizin to that of history.

The bhorror and funereal pagsantry which
attended Mr. Jolnson's sndden acoession
cast forward a durk and blighting shadow
upon his whols sdmivistration. In 1ts earliest
and most entival wouths he had no more
liberty of action than in ita closing pariod.
During those firat months, the real President
lay in Mr. Livcoln's coffin, His tragio end
had given him the rank of & martyr, and a
martyr's empirs over the smitten afllections
and Aympathies of the Republican party.
Lincoln was more powerful dead than Johnson
living. The state of public feeling forbade
Precident Johnson even to choose Lis own
Cabiuet. Mr. Seward lay disabled by wounda
from an assassin’s knife; Mr. Stanton had put
bimeell lmpetunonsly forward as the avenger
of innocent blood; aud the new President was
borne helplessly along on a great tide of
smotion which wonld have overwhelmed as
treason any seeming wanl of reverence lor
the freslily canonized martyr.

No combination of circnmstances could have
besn more unfavorable to the fres exsrtion of
Mr, Johnson's faculties. He was from the firat
hour & President only In name, The badges
of public mounrnivg, displayed on every dwell
ing in the land, were as potent an interdiot of
aoministrative changes as the Tenure-of-Oflice
aot became afterwarde—an interdict againet
which the President Lad wot even the poor
privilege of protesting. He was as powerless
a8 & bubble tossed npon the heaving waves of
the sen, le was destitute of every source of
inflnence which belopgs either to & Presiden’,
or to a party chief. He had never been a Re-
publiean; up to the beginniog of the war he
had fought that party with characteristic
vigor and virulence; he had never afterwards
professed to be anything but a Demoorat;
he was gelected for Vice-President merely
a8 a lore to catch Democratiec votes;
o that when he was unexpectedly
lifted to the Presidency, he had no natnral
hold upon the coufidence of the Republican
party. The party did not feel that it had
requited an obligation in eleoting him, but
that it had gratonitonsly conferred ons. Mr.
Jobnson therefore came to his new oflice with-
out anpy of the inlluence of a party leader;
and o sensible was be of this as goon as the
Hent llatter of his pudden and dizzy elevation
Lind paceed away, that he bent his thenghts—
furtively, at first, and without avowing {t-——to
the formation of & vew party ln which his
former Democratio associations wonld stand
him in gome stead. His offivial Influence was
almost as slender ad his perdopal. Every
officer fu the lhll]||'.|‘ gervios had beren !sllp-'linf.ml.
Ly the canonized martyr; most of thess wonld
bave been retaived if the martyr had lived;
every onv of thewm was a Republivan, and Mr.

Jobhneon woenld bave gaioed little by
merely  subatitnting  ous  member for
another ol a phrLy with  which

he had paver beon identitdad,
pol elected him te diatribote the patronage;
it bad elected Mr. Lincoln for that awmoug
othier POTpOsEs; B 1 the ool wara K""”“‘“Y
in the pame hsvds In whioh Mr, Lincolu
would bave continoaed them. Mr. Jobnson
durst not alfront the mewory of bis prodeces
por. lle duorpt pol presume to overrule »
party to which he owed obligations, but on
which he had po olalmas.  He doarst not throw
bWimweell npon the support pl the Demooririo
party, MHrst, bucanss it was & minority, and
then beoanse, wven if it had beon & majorlty,
two years and a bialf most wlapee bafore 4 now
Congress would apssmble o reguiar gesaion.
Mr. Johmson was thus bound haod suod fool,
He conld neithor leal the [Lepablivan party,
nor safely break with it, nor aot lll'lt'pl!lhli'llll{
of it. An ndwmivistration beginniog with nuoh
omend wae foredoomed to fallnre uulosa It
sncenmbed to the Republioan party, or vould
divide it.

The polioy which Mr. Johnson notually
adopted wan hin own, only by his epproval
It desicended to him from Mr. l,luuu‘u. ko
bis Cabinet. If Mr. Lincoln had lived, it
is doubtful whether even he could have oar
ried that policy in opposition to Congress
but he wounld doubtless have made the al
teiopt, He wonld have brought lute the
struggle the coufidence of the party, frashily
testitied by his re-slection; oonsammate poll
tical uuunlug; and & patient, forbearing apirit
which would bave shunned an open ropture
He had hosts of Republican friends, Hoe

That party had

work Ina period of congratulation and good
fesllpg oonerquent on the sucossaful oloss of the
war. He would not have basn obstrasted by
such n fierce ontbreak of exaspuration ns waa
canged by the aspassinstion, and inflamed by
the trisl of the conspirators. But with ail
theso advantsges—none of which wers pos-
sesied by Mr. Johpson—it is mot probabla
that Mr. Lincoln could bhave broaght Cou-
greis to sooept his method of restoration. In
the preceding snmmer be had killed & recon-
straction bill by & pocket veto, and his pro-
olamation explaining his oconrge had been
harshly dexounced in a manifesto sigoned by
Mr. Wade and lenry Winter Davis, oos the
chairman of the Beuate, and the other of the
Houpge, committes on thy subject, Tn the pre.
oeding wiuter he had exerted all his influsoce
to get Congreas to indorss the new State gov.
eruments in Louisiana and Arkausas, and had
failed. Congress would have treatsd him,
bowever, with more oconsideration than it
did Mr, Johngon, It would not have deoided
agoionst him o & caucus withoul defguing to
walt ome day and listen to his message. The
resnit wonld probably have besn & compro-
wine, in which the President would have
yivlded something and Congress something.
The country might have been spared the
long aud exasperating muddle, and the floal
oppressive rigor, of the Congressional polioy.

Mr. Johuson was right iu principls, nuan-
swerable in argument, and hs exhibited in-
domitable firmpess and pertinacity. Buathe had
peither prudence nor foregight, The heat and
acrimony into which he was provoked by op-
porition were unfortunate. When & Vresident
15 compelled to ditfer from & party with which
he cannot aflord to breank, he s lost if he doos
not keep up an appearands of deference aund
moderation, The mors unacceptable his main
objeet, the more oareful he ghonld ba to strip
it of irritating accessories. He shonld progead
always by dexierons llank mevemsuts, and
pever attack o frout. Mr. Johoson was im-
peded by hLis very virtues, by lis direot-
nees, his sincerity, his ipflexible adhsrence
to principle, his upcompromising honsaty,of
purpose. 1t he had been the general of an
army, he never wonld bave made a feint of
retreating to draw the enemy iuto an ambnsh,
or to gain mors advantageous gronnd. The
censequence of his want of tactios was, that
he was uniformly beaten—bsaten at every

oint. In each successive struggle he has
weent forced to wnbmit to more objectionable
measures than he had previously opposed.
The Republican party i3 mors indebted to
bhim than it conld have been 1o the marest
tool aud creature It conld have elected in his
place. The party would never have dared to
go to suoh monstrons leogths if this obatl-
pate wravgle bad vot enabled its leaders to
nurss the spirit of vengeance, sud lead the
party on, step by step, from one degres of
puseion and folly to another.

It was the original design of Congress to
keep the HSouth out until after the 'reaiden-
tisl election. The Constitntiopal Amend-
went was fotended to ba rejected; provisions
were deliberately put into it which Congress
krew the South wounld refuse, in order that
the (nestion might be kept open avd made to
draggle, and an exouse be farnighed for more
stringent measures. As thiogs have turned
out, the Sonth would have done better if they
had accepted that offsnsive amendment. Not
only has that been forced upon them, but
wilitary despotism and wholesale negro suf-
frage berider, By acospting that amendment,
thuy might have foiled the design of Congrass
to prevent the whols Southern eleojgral vote
fromm being given to the Demoperallt candi-
daten.  The proposged reduction of Represent-
atives conld not have taken place until aftar
the next census. The States would have
had their full electoral vote, and Lhey
would all jnst as certainly have gons Demo-
cratic with the limited white disfranchige-
ment as without fit, the negroes being ex-
oluded. After the election of a Demooratio
adwiniatration, meavs conld easily have baen
found to circumvent or nullify the extorted,
nurighteons amendment, When that amend-
ment was submitted to the States, Mr. John-
gon had become the pivot, the leader, the
rallying-point of the opposition, which counld
preserve itds noity only by yielding to his
direction. He was not astute enongh to see
that, at that stage, Congress could have been
most effectually thwarted by an aoquisscence
which It neither expeoted nor desired, and
whioch would have arrested its further pro-
gress in the road of tyranny. If Congress had
not stood Ly its own proposal after it had been
accepted, it wonld have lost the sapport of the
prople. If it had stood by it, every Southern
State would have been gecurely Demoocratio in
the Presidential contest.

While we cannot regard President Johnson
either as a wise statesmen or a skilful poli-
tivian, we must concede that he has been
placed in a position go trylug and dificult
that no address or abilities could have ap-
peared to advantage in it. We mnst also pay
A Bincere tribute to his personal character,
which ia less distinguished Farhaps by the
amiable than by the respectable virtues. ke
Is a man of settled convictiong and stubborn
fidelity to them, He cherishes a just and deep
reverence for the Constitution of his country.
